To  the  Honorable  Warren  T.  McCray,  Governor: 

Sir:  No  nation  in  the  world  has  ever  treated  its  defenders  so  gen- 
erously as  has  the  United  States  of  America,  and  no  one  of  those  states 
has  cared  more  tenderly  for  them  and  for  their  needy  wives  and  widows, 
than  has  Indiana.  For  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  it  has  not  been  nec- 
essary for  any  of  these  to  become  objects  of  charity  or  inmates  of  county 
asylums.  A  comfortable  Home  for  all  such  has  been  provided,  in  which 
they  may  spend  their  remaining  days.  Indiana  never  did  a  finer  thing 
than  when  she  established  the  State  Soldiers'  Home. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  which  we  succeeded,  had  labored  under  great 
difficulties  because  of  a  lack  of  funds  with  which  to  keep  up  the  physical 
condition  of  the  Home.  Immediately  on  coming  into  office  in  July  the 
present  year,  we  promptly  commenced  putting  the  nearly  one  hundred 
buildings  into  repair.  All  of  these  were  then  painted  on  the  outside  and 
most  of  them  repainted  and  redecorated  on  the  inside.  Decayed  and 
dangerous  wooden  porch  steps  were  removed  and  replaced  with  steps  of 
cement.  The  walks  about  the  Home  grounds  were  relaid.  The  steam 
lines  have  been  put  in  order  and  the  boilers  and  engines  overhauled. 
The  roadways  have  been  regravelled  and  the  wells  at  the  pumping  sta- 
tion, which  had  become  clogged,  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned.  Con- 
tracts were  let  for  the  Clothing  Room  and  for  the  new  Hospital  building, 
and  these  are  now  in  course  of  construction.  The  physical  condition  of 
the  Home  is  now,  perhaps,  better  than  ever  before  in  its  history. 

At  the  close  of  his  last  term  as  Commandant,  Col.  D.  B.  Kehler, 
who  had  served  the  Home  with  great  faithfulness  and  efficiency,  either  as 
Adjutant  or  Commandant,  for  nearly  twenty-five  years,  requested  that 
he  be  relieved,  and  Col.  G.  R.  Stormont  was  chosen  his  successor.  He 
has  loyally  co-operated  with  our  Board  in  its  effort  to  increase  the 
efficiency,  if  possible,  of  every  department  of  the  institution.  A  spirit 
of  harmony  and  helpfulness  prevails  among  all  the  officers  and  employes 
to  a  very  gratifying  degree.

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COMMANDANT'S  REPORT       ' 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  reports  of  the  Adjutant  and  Chief  Sui-^^eon 
of  the  Indiana  State  Soldiers'  Home  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1921. 

The  Adjutant's  population  report  shows  a  total  enrollment  on  that 
date  of  1,012;  277  men  and  735  women — a  decrease  in  the  total  popula- 
tion of  92  as  compared  with  the  report  of  previous  year.  The  daily  aver- 
age present  during  the  year  was  704. 

The  Chief  Surgeon's  report  shows  that  there  were  101  deaths  during 
the  year;  33  men  and  68  women.  Number  in  Hospital,  150;  35  men  and 
115  women.     Average  number  of  patients  in  Hospital  daily  was  154. 

During  the  year  the  Home  has  been  inspected  twice  by  assistant 
inspectors,  N.  H.  D.  V.  S.  One  of  these  inspections  was  made  in  the 
early  spring  by  Col.  O.  K.  Marshall;  the  other  was  in  September,  by 
Capt.  J.  H.  Wier. 

Several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of- 
ficers of  the  Home  were  made  ^uring  the  year.  In  January,  1921,  John 
B.  Lyons,  of  Brook,  Indiana,  was  appointed  a  m.ember  of  the  Board  to 
succeed  Orlando  A.  Somers,  who  was  in  bad  health  at  that  time  and  who 
died  in  the  later  summer  months.  Jacob  Sheffer,  secretary  of  the  Board, 
died  at  his  home  in  Williamsport,  April  10,  1921.  At  the  April  meeting 
of  this  Board  the  present  Commandant  of  the  Home  was  appointed  to 
succeed  Col.  D.  B.  Kehler,  who  had  some  time  previous  tendered  his  resig- 
nation to  take  effect  May  1,  1921.  At  the  same  meeting  Dr.  A.  E 
Morgan  was  appointed  Chief  Surgeon. 

In  compliance  with  the  law  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  1921  a  new 
Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  five  members  was  appointed:  Col.  D. 
N.  Foster,  of  Fort  Wayne;  Col.  Winfield  T.  Durbin,  of  Anderson;  Mrs 
Caroline  B.  Morrison,  of  Lafayette;  John  B.  Lyons,  of  Brook,  and  Dr. 
Clarke  Rogers,  of  Indianapolis. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  this  Board,  in  June,  Peter  Osmar  was  ap- 
pointed Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  to  succeed  himself.  At  a  subse- 
quent 'meeting  of  this  Board,  Dr.  A.  B.  Thompson  was  appointed  1st 
Assistant  Surgeon  to  succeed  Dr.  W.  E,  Hastings,  resigned. 

The  very  liberal  appropriation  made  by  the  last  legislature  has 
enabled  the  management  to  make  needed  repairs  and  improvements  in 
cottages  and  buildings  and  conditions  of  the  Home  grounds,  which  has 
greatly  added  to  the  attractive  appearance  of  the  Home.  There  is  much 
in  that  line  of  work  yet  to  be  done  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  next  legisla- 
ture will  be  as  generous  as  was  the  last  in  providing  necessary  funds.
